Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of wliat was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative and the examiner disagreed on the 
interpretation of "automatically generating at leaste one route distribution rule" . The examiner interpreted it to mean 
that the configuration provisioning software provisions rues into each router and those rules define the relationship 
between the sites and that these provisioned rules constraint the routes distirbutioned between the router ". Applicant's 
representative stated that the routers automatically created a new rule. The examiner suggested that the applicant's 
representative discussed possible amendments to the claim which would overcome the prior art and did not add new 
matter. . 
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
